Feb. 17. — The seven- 
teen-year locusts, which are due to 
retam te ptafva tiM AaMrieaa farm- 
er this summer after being absent 
since 1884, have made their appear- 
ance fai tha vMiilty Maw Toik 
City, Curator Ditmars, of the New 
York Zoological Society, has discov- 
ered tba llrat imba,aavaffal ttMuaaod 
in number, in an excavation near 
Nyack,N. Y. By the time the froet 
is out of the crouiid.dMa tbaawafc 
will be millions, he says. 

During the last previous visitation 
tha loeuite Htarally eoramd anbu^ 
ban New York, stripping trees, 
bushes, hedges, lawns and truck 
farms of a^arylhlBi (lUiB and tbaa, 
moving in vast clouds which obscur- 
ed the sun, sought fresh fields. The 
individual loeuats Hvad only a few 
days, bnt each female in that time 
found time to lay about 500 eggs on 
the branches of denuded treaa. 

When the iarvas hatched they fell 
to the ground and burrowed straight 
down for mora than a foot. There 
it is said they have rested for seven- 
teen years before the process of 
hatching was completed, and as aoon 
as the frost leaves the ground they 
will dig their way to the rurface and 
appear aa naall oblong shells. 

The grubs found in the excavation 
at Nyack are said to be completely 
formed and ready to come to the 
aurf aaa as aoon as tha earth warms 
up.
